Wiien a ticket to a certain station 
fs required, an indicator, which car- 
ries the nrmie of every station upoii 
the system, arranged in 'alphabeti- 
cal order, is touched, the clerk slii>5 
a blnnk into a slot in the prinilne 
enrriage, n small handle is turned, 
and a completely printed ticket 
drops out, rendy for use. That is all 
thg work required. 

At the same time the ticket i.- 
printed, a record or the sale Is placed 
In duplicate upon it continuous* Mini' 
of paper, together with the fare, and 
all Information required for book- 
keeping. As a result, when the clerk 
saes off duly, all that he hat; to do 
Is to total the continuous strip, und 
to count his cash.

We are thought lo he a prayiug 
lieoplc, and I trust we are. Ileal 
SalvatloniHts to pray. 

Wo pray In our Hulls. Mauy of 
Our songH are prayers, as arc also 
the niajorily of our nioul effective 
ehoruHos, Who Is ihere HmonpKt hb 
that haB not fell, n'gafn and asain, 
that u cry lias tone up to Heaven, 
and reached the heart of (lad, wben 
we have sunk, "Pour Thy Spirit," or 
"Draw me nearer," or "iilesn me 
now?' Those nre. ludeod, mighty 
)>rayei'a. 
How Victories Are Wrought. 

Wo pray In the public-houses, iu 
the o|ieii parks, in the haunts of sin, 
and by the bedside of the sick and 
dying. I do not (liink there is rtuy 
more pleasing night lo uod and ihe 
angeh;— I am sure ihore is not in ihe 
eyes of The General — than to see a 
fcroup of Salvationists In the streets, 
or in some dnrk slum, Une«llii^ in 
i lie road, eryhiR lo Heaven for ihe 
salvation of ihe hardened crowd liv- 
ing nrouiid. 

1 thinl:, further, ilcii, whi>ii an 
pray, wo offer ruul j>rajvr. We de- 
spise lucre form, anj unless tho uv- 
terln'Ks come from the heart there 
and then, we do not counL them 
prayer at nil. We plly people who 
sit down and read intellectual essays 
or utLer a number of cold sentences 
from memory about God and relig- 
ion, and then call s»oh offorts prayer. 

We believe that the offering of 
effectual prayer, Ihfi prayer that 
reaches the throne aud heart of God, 
has played an Important part in 
hiitifeinu ubout the victories of The 
Army In days gone by. Our prayers 
have been answered in tile conver- 
sion of some of Ihe blggPst sinners, 
the most burdened backsliders, nnd 
th.e proudest and haughtiest souls 
that have ever bent I heir knees at 
the heavenly altar. 

And yet we believe (hat ninny of 
our prayers, and perhaps the nio=t 
during and God-pleasing that have 
ever be"ii offered, have vet io be 
unswered. 
Where We Come Short. 

But, after nil, I am airaid that our 
prayer is wanting. To begin with, 
1 feel we do noL pray sufficiently. 
The duality of, at least a great deal 
of our praying is e\celleui, brauHf'.i! 
in th extreme, the joy of my soul: 
hut there is not enough of it. We 
ought to pray more frequently, and , 
more continuously. Indeed, the. 
Apostle la not wrong when he tclla 
uh to "pray without ceasing." 
a But the question may he asked. 
"How far Is it posslblo to comply 
with this command^" 

Well, I do not think Faul Intended 
it to be literally obeyed. It would 
be Impossible to bo ever either iu 
ihe mental or physical attitude of 
prayer, on our knees or on our faees. 
The Salvationist cWst W uuceas- 
ln singly occupied la f»lcie| bin pe- 
titions beforo the Throne. 

His dally labour maltes this im- 
possible. Ah lilt! Apostle says, he 



must provide things honest in (be 
sight of all men, and supply the 
needs of his family. If he does not 
do this, he will be counted an in- 
fidel, and one who fails in itis dniy 
to a dying world. 

Hut if I'aul does not mean this, 
what did he mean? Well. I think be 
meant, in ihe firsi place, that it Is 
our duty to be always in ihat .spiril 
of coimuuniun Willi God which makes 
prayer possible- at any moment. 

He must have also meaiii that 
when the limt i-nrX-s i-yyo-l 17>- '■•■? 
discharge of the duty o," prayer in 
public, we should see to it that real 
prayer is offered. 

The Apostle may, further, have had 
the duty of ejfu-iilaiory prayer in 
mind. This sending frequent and 
frequent petitions to Heaven, as so 
many arrows shot from ihp Iww of 
a burdened heart, has ever been ibe 
practice of devoted .saints. 

This custom answers many useful 
purposes, such as the prevention nf 
murmuring and depression in the 
midst <jf discouragement and trials, 
and the drawing of iaspiratlou from 
the skies for devotion and sacrifice. 
"Lord, help meV "and "Saviour, 
strengthen my Comrades:" "Holy 
Spirit, send us a blessing:" and sim- 
ilar cries have often proved very use- 
ful. 

Again, to pray without ceasing 
must involve perseverance, in our 
regular private devotions. Tempta- 
tion to disirf-iiS<- niih i"ni= limps and 
seasons set for ordinary prayer 
often crosses the path of busy Sal- 
vationists. The plausible suggestion 
comes to (he heart of the man who 
hears the call of some important 
duties • ringing in his ears, mat 
private prayer can be postponed <n- 
dispensed with. 

At si-fh limes the old saying may 
ij.j >jsef«t, '-Prayer nr iiroyender hin- 
ders no mail." As lo the |iu>ieitilt=;\ 
I make no observations; 1m: 'he 
prayer must ever lie useful, 

"Instant In Season." 

This command mils] also mean 
that we should pray on every reason- 
able occasion, whli every e:se v--!ti! 
whom we have Ihe opi)or«aii:1y. Do 
not he distressed I«y ihe fear mat 
prayer who strangers v.;33 3je ihongli; 
lo be iwpcrihieju. 1 have prayed 
with many iveopk- in whc-i'.s it miEfc" 
have been thought disagreeable. Inn 
1 do not remember a single occasion 
when it was objcci<-d to.

This well-nigh, complete exliaus- 
tiuu of a woollen raBric's possibilities 
finds its counterpart in almost every 
otfcer testite industry. The working 
up of waste fibers ha3 been eo r*r- 
fer-ied that very little of the raw 
material is now thrown away. In 
the silk manufacturer's lexicon, for 
example, tliere is no such word as 
waste; probably, because of the rise 
in price of raw silks. Many years 
ago. the outside ,-,nd inside husks of 
cocoons were mere refuse- Now 
they are bought and sold as more or 
k'ss vaiuabie raw uiattrilai, Japan 
and China export large quantities of 
moth-pierced cocoons, busks, known 
as knubs. and curlies. winder's waste 
and floss silk. When we consider 
what excellent ribboas. velvets and 
plushes are now made from short 
libers and wastes, it seems almos: 
almost incredilrj- !hn< at one tiir.c 
pieces of raw China silt, otherwise 
unavailable, were actual!}- used for 
wipirn; the machinery ui a tiirowin:.' 
mill. 

The same story could be told of 
cotton. Xearly all cotton rags, as 
welt a» linen rags, if they are suffi- 
ciently long of s-taple, are i-e-sptia. 
Although much cotton wast*' finds 
Its way to the pajier-maber. the tinsc 
Is not far distant, when, like flock 
and shoddy, even short cotton fibers 
will be worked over again for tex- 
tiles. As it is. the waste of cotton 
mills is employed for the making of 
batting wid wadding, and of carpet 
linings. About a million dollars" 
worth of what otherwise would be 
wasted. Is thus annually utilised.
